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Fahd leaves for home after Fez talks 


RABAT (R) — King Fahd of Saudi Arabia left Fez for home 
Saturday after four days in Morocco and talks with King Hassan 
the Moroccan News Agency MAP said. The agency did not give 
details of the talks, but Riyadh Radio said on Thursday the 
discussions were devoted to the efforts of the two monarchs to 
“reinforce peace” in the Middle East and to find solutions to the 
region’s problems. King Fahd came to Morocco as an Arab Lea- 
gue committee of seven led by King Hassan prepared to visit 
Britain. China, France and the Soviet Union to explain the Middle 
East peace plan adopted by the 12th Arab summit at Fez in 
September. 
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Australia to give $ 1.25m to UNRWA 

AMMAN l"R) — Australia will contribute 1.3 million dollars 
(SI .25 million) to the United Nations Relief and Works Agency 
for Palestine refugees (UNRWA), it was announced here Sat- 
urday. UNRWA said in a statement this was 5fi per cent more 
than Australia contributed last year. Canberra had contributed 
nearly 50.4 million between 1950, when UNRWA began ope- 
rations, and the end of this year, the agency added. UNRWA 
provides education, health and relief services to 1 .9 million Pal- 
estinian refugees living in Jordan. Lebanon, Syria and the occ- 
upied West Bank and the Gaza Strip.

Morocco calls for 
Security Council 
meeting 

UNITED NATIONS < R) — 
Morocco Saturday called for an 
urgent meeting of the Security 
Council to consider what it called 
Israel’s perseverence in est- 
ablishing settlements on occupied 
Arab territory. The request was 
made by Moroccan Ambassador 
Mehdi M’rani Zemar in his cap- 
acity as current chainman of the 
Arab group of states. The council 
was not expected to meet until 
early next week. Israel recently 
announced its intention of bui- 
lding additional settlements in ter- 
ritory captured in the 1967 war. 


University of Jordan 
accepts 2,873 new 
students 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Uni- 
versity of Jordan this year acc- 
epted 2.873 male and female stu- 
dents of whom 201 were for post 
graduate studies, and 97 for post 
graduate educational and library 
courses, according to university* 
president Abdul Salam Al Majall 
He said that the new addition has 
brought the university’s total 
number of students to 1 1.549. The 
university is currently seeking to 
establish a section for higher stu- 
dies to prepare graduates for wor- 
king in Jordan and abroad. Dr. 
Majali said. He said that the uni- 
versity will, from now on, apply a 
new way of registration, by which 
students, will be issued special 
forms to fill, explaining their opt- 
ions for subjects to be taken in the 
following term. This, he said, will 
give ample time for various sec- 
tions to make preparations for 
receiving the students. 


Armenian sentenced 
to prison for 6 years 

ROTTERDAM (R) — A Dutch 
court sentenced an Armenian to 
six years imprisonment Saturday 
for the attempted murder of the 
Turkish consul here in July. Ben- 
jamin Evinguiu was found not gui- 
lty of the attempted manslaughter 
of two Dutch policemen who were 
involved in a gun battle following 
the attack. Evinguiu was one of 
four men who made an armed att- 
ack on Consul-General Ken- 
alettin Demirer. Mr. Demirer esc- 
aped unhurt. Three of the ass- 
ailants escaped after an exchange 
of fire with the police. Evinguiu 
was caught after being shot in the 
arm. The judge accepted a psy- 
chiatric report that said Evinguiu 
acted out of character during the 
attack as his mind was influenced 
strongly by the Armenian cause 
which seeks to avenge the mas- 
sacre of 1.5 million Armenians in 
Turkey in 1915. The allegation 
has been strongly denied by suc- 
cessive Turkish governments.

NEW YORK (R) — - Actress Eli- 
zabeth Taylor and Senator John 
Warner, whose six-year marriage 
brought Hollywood glamour to 
Washington, have been granted a 
divorce, a spokeswoman for the 
couple announced .Saturday. Spo- 
keswoman Chen Sam said here 
that a no-fault decree was granted 
to the actress and the Virginia 
Republican Friday in Virginia. 
The wo have been separated for 
the last 14 months. She said Miss. 
Taylor, married seven times, has 
no "plans to re-many in the imm- 
ediate future. The film and stage 
star helped 53-yeor-old Mr. War- 
ner in his senatorial campaign 
prior to the 197S election. Her 
previous husbands were Conrad 
Hilton, Michael Wilding. Eddie 
Fisher, Richard Burton (twice) 
and Mike Todd. 


Ellemann- Jensen stresses Jordan’s role 


AMMAN (Petra) — The European Eco- 
nomic Community (EEC) i s eager to develop 
economic cooperation with Jordan, Danish 
Foreign Minister Uffa Ellemann-Jensen said 
here Saturday. 


Speaking upon arrival for a 
three-day visit to Jordan. Mr. 
Ellemann-Jensen. who is current 
president of the European Com- 
munity Council of Ministers, said 
that Jordan has an important role 
to play in the achieve mem of a j ust 
and comprehensive Middle East 
peace.

Mr. Ellemann-Jensen and his 
delegation who will be holding 
talks with senior Jordanian off- 
icials were met at the airport by 
Foreign Minister Marwan Al 
Qasem. EEC representative in 
Jordan and senior Jordanian off- 
icials. 

Mr. Ellemann-Jensen later held 
talks with Mr. Qasem on the Mid- 
dle East issue and Jordanian-EEC 
relations. 

Mr. Ellemann-Jensen said that 
hjs visit to Jordan is part of a tour 
he is making on behalf of the EEC 


in his capacity as curren t president 
of tbe community's council. 

Welcoming the Danish min- 
ister, Mr. Qasem asked that he 
emphasise to the 10 EEC mem- 
bers the necessity of taking quick 
acrion to facilitate the ach- 
ievement of a just and com- 
prehensive Middle East peace 
based on complete Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from territories occupied 
in 1967. the return of Arab Jer- 
usalem to Arab sovereignty and 
recognition of the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people, inc- 
luding their right to self- 
determination on their national 
soil. 

Mr. Qasem said that following 
the Fez Arab summit, conditions 
have been favourable for the ach- 
ievement of such a solution. 

Jordan regards the European 
role as important in the ach- 
ievement of a peaceful solution, 
Mr. Qasem added. 

He said that the Arab views on a 
peaceful solution as expressed by 
the Fez summit resolutions and 
European views voiced by Mr.

BEIRUT(R) — Lebanon has sent 
a sharply-worded letter to Arab 
League Secretary-General Chadli 
Klibi accusing him of arrogance 
and making false charges against 
the country, informed sources said 
Saturday.

The sources said the letter rep- 
lied to an earlier communication 
from Mr. Klibi in which he acc- 
used the Lebanese army of imp- 
risoning 2.500 Palestinians during 
a recent search-and-arrest cam- 
paign in' west Beirut. 


A senior Lebanse official has 
said about 1 ,000 people have been 
detained, of whom a proportion 
are illegally resident Palestinians.

Iraq says Iranians forced to retreat 


BAGHDAD (R> — Iraq said Sat- 
urday night its forces had foiled a 
fresh Iranian offensive early Sat- 
urday in the southern area opp- 
osite Misan (Amarah) gov- 
emoraie, killing 982 Iranian tro- 
ops. as Iranian troops braced for 
an expected Iraqi counter- 
offensive in the same area. 

A communique from the Iraqi 
high command said fierce battles 
continued all day and the Iranians 
were "forced to retreat in a state 
of confusion, leaving behind their 


dead and their destroyed equ- 
ipment." 

Ground forces and Iraqi planes 
and helicopters wounded many 
Iranians and destroyed much equ- 
ipment. including armoured per- 
sonnel carriers and 16 tanks, it 
said. 

Iraqi planes also raided Iranian 
positions in the central sector, 
while Iranian artillery shelled the 
Iraqi cities of Basra in the south 
and Khan aq in north east of Bag- 


hdad “causing some damage and 
losses." 

Meanwhile. Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein said Saturday 
that “new. modern and sop- 
histicated naval units” more cap- 
able of defending Iraqi territory 
were to join the country's navy. 

He announced the new units 
during an address to sailors awa- 
rded bravery medals, but did not 
describe the new weaponry or say 
where it came from. 



U.S. studies proposals to lift sanctions 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. off- 
icials are studying a new European 
proposal for settling the tra- 
nsatlantic dispute over the Soviet 
natural gas pipeline, according to 
diplomatic sources. 

The sources said the proposal 
by France, Italy, West Germany 
.and Britain was submitted to 
Undersecretary of State Lawrence 
Eagleburger at a State Dep- 
artment meeting Friday. 

Details of the proposal were not 
disclosed, but it was believed to 
.call for a common trade policy 
which could allow the United Sta- 
tes to lift its economic sanctions 
against the Soviet Union. 


The measures were imposed to 
punish the Soviet Union for what 
President Reagan saw as its role in 
imposing martial law in Poland. 

But the sanctions have caused 
strains in the Western alliance 
because the United States imp- 
osed them against European firms 
which have supplied goods for the 
projected pipeline from Siberia ro 
Western Europe. 

Defying the Reagan adm- 
inistration’s sanctions, the West 
European allies have insisted that 
their industrial concerns must 
honour pipeline contracts made 
with the Soviet Union. 

The State Department said no 


conclusions were reached at the 
meeting with Mr. Eagleburger, 
the fifth in the past two weeks. 

He was leaving this weekend for 
a two-week trip to Africa and 
Asia, but officials said his absence 
would not slow down the neg- 
otiations. 

“We’re narrowing the dif- 
ferences.” Canadian Ambassador 
Allan Gotlieb told reporters. 

State Department officials said 
no conclusions were reached at 
Friday’s meeting, but added that 
this did not mean tbe talks were 
deadlocked.

Woemer to reassure U.S. of Bonn’s commitment to NATO 


BONN (R) — West German Def- 
ence Minister Manfred Woemer 
will begin a three-day visit to the 
United States Sunday to renew 
Bonn's commitment to the Wes- 
tern alliance despite its failure to 
■ meet NATO defence spending 
targets. 

Mr. Woemer is due to have his 
first meeting with Defence Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger and 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
since he became defence minister 
under new West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl last month. 

Political sources said Bonn’s fai- 
lure to meet its pledge to NATO 
to raise defence spending by three 
per cent a year in real terms will be 
high on the agenda during Mr. 
Woemer’s visit to Washington. 

While in opposition, the con- 
servatives regularly criticised for- 
mer Chancellor Helmut Schmidt’s 


left-Liberal government for not 
spending more on defence. 

Mr. Woemer’s visit comes just a 
week before Mr. Kohl flies to 
Washington for his first meeting 
with President Reagan. 

In his first major political sta- 
tement three weeks ago, the cha- 
ncellor pledged West Germany’s 
continued commitment to the 
Western alliance. 

The new government says it 
fully backs NATO plans to deploy 
572 new medium-range nuclear 
missiles in Western Europe next 
year while negotiating with Che 
Soviet bloc on aims control. 

The West German political 
weekly Der Spiegel said this week 
that Bonn had secretly begun pre- 
parations for the deployment. It 
said the defence ministry had 
begun clearing forest areas, tes- 
ting ground and measuring firing 


ranges for the launchers. 

But growing opposition to the 
108 Pershing-2 and 96 cruise mis- 
siles to be stationed in West Ger- 
many has fuelled tbe radical anti- 
nuclear “greens” movement 
which opinion polls sav now rep- 
resents the country’s third pol- 
itical force. 

Mr. Woemer has also rea- 
ffirmed support for NATO's 
flexible response doctrine, under 
which the West reserves the opt- 
ion of responding 1 1 appropriately” 
to a conventional attack. This 
could include the first use of nuc- 
lear weapons. 

But the defence minister has cri- 
ticised the West’s emphasis on 
nuclear defences, and called for a 
strengthening of conventional for- 
ces to counter the Warsaw PacL 

Mr. Woemer was the first West 
European defence minister to 


take the same line as Bernard 
Rogers, the commander-in-chief 
of NATO forces in Europe, in his 
recent call for increased con- 
ventional arms spending. 

But the West German gov- 
ernment has stressed that a mil- 
itary East-West balance at the 
lowest possible level depended on 
concrete and verifiable results on 
arms negotiations. 

it has urged the United States to 
press for a constructive Western 
approach when the European sec- 
urity conference resumes in Mad- 
rid next Monday. 

Western diplomats said Bonn 
fears tbe Reagan administration 
may use the Madrid meeting only 
as a fresh chance to lash the Soviet 
Union over events in Poland and 
not as an opportunity to promote 
disarmament in Europe. 

They said that while tbe West 


German government believed it 
was legitimate to criticise the Sov- 
iet bloc’s human rights record in 
Madrid, this should not obstruct 
agreement on a mandate for a 
European disarmament con- 
ference. 

■ Agreement on a disarmament 
conference uas blocked last year 
by differences between Moscow 
and the West over the area to 
which the mandate should apply. 

The Soviet Union wants , the 
zone for so-called confidence bui- 
lding measures, such as not- 
ification of military manoeuvres, 
to include a large area of the north 
Atlantic. 

But the West will only accept a 
small area of adjacent air and sea 
space and some monitoring of 
troop movements across the Atl- 
antic for manoeuvres m Western 
Europe.

AMMAN — Royal Palace sources 
Saturday confirmed that His Maj- 
esty King Hussein will head an 
Arqb League delegation which, 
i will visit Paris, Moscow and Pek- 
ing later this modth. 

A statement by French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson in Paris 
Friday indicated that King Hus- 
sein would head the 7-member 
delegation on a visit to Paris later 
in November, following which the 
delegation will visit Peking and 
Moscow. 

Royal Palace sources in 
Amman confirmed to the Jordan 
Times that King Hussein would 
lead the delegation on visits to 
Paris. Peking and Moscow later 
this month, but said that the exact 
dates of these visits had still not 
been fixed. 

The sources also said that the 
King would pay a visit to Morocco 
before heading the Arab team to 
the three permanent U.N. Sec- 
urity Council members’, capitals. 

The sources added that the pur- 
pose of King Hussein’s visit to. 
Morocco would be to confer with 
King Hassan and evaluate the res- 
ults of talks held between the 
7-member follow-up committee 
and American officials in Was- 


hington last month. 

The two monarchs will also 
work out details of the com- 
'mittee’s activities during its for- 
thcoming visits, they said. 

The Arab follow-up committee 
was formed by the Arab Fez sum- 
mit conference in September to 
briefthe five permanent members 
of the U.N. Security Council on 
the 8 -point Fez peace proposal. 

King Hassan of Morocco [lea- 
ded the delegation's talks with 
U.S. officials in Washington last 
month. The delegation included 
the foreign ministers of Jordan. 
Syria: Algeria. Tunisia and Saudi 
Arabia, as well as a representative 
•of the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO). who acc- 
ompanied the delegation in an 
advisory capacity but did not par- 
ticipate in talks with U.S. officials. 

The Palace sources did not dis- 
close whether the delegation to be 
headed by King Hussein will inc- 
lude the same members that acc- 
ompanied Moroccan King Hassan 
to Washington last month; The 
sources said contacts were und- 
erway to form the Arab delegation 
which King Hussein would head. 

After visiting Paris, Peking and 
Moscow. King Hussein is exp- 
ected to visit Washington for talks 
with President "Reagan. Palace 
sources said the exact (fate of his 
visit has not yet been determined.

Poor election results force 
Spanish PCE leader to quit 


MADRID (R) — Spanish Com- 
munist Party leader Santiago Car- 
rillo offered his resignation Sat- 
urday following his party's dis- 
astrous showing in Iasi week's ele- 
ctions, Communist officials said. 

The officials said Mr. Carrillo, a 
67-ycar-oId civil war veteran, des- 
cribed hts decision to resign as 
Secretary General of the Spanish 
Communist Party (PCE) as “irr- 
evocable.” 

The party won only 3.K per cent 
of the votes in last Thursday's 
general elections, and its number 
of scats in congress, the legislative 
tower house of the Cortes, fell 
from 23 to four. 

Mr. Carrillo has said the party’s 
election failure was owing t > feats 
of right-wing military reaction to 
Communists in government, and 
to n Socialist Party message that 
the left-wing vote was wasted on 
’ the Communist Party. 

The 67-year-old leader had 
often said he had no intention of 
resigning. But top Communfeis 
have been seeking an ext- 
raordinary party congress, against 
his wishes, to discuss renewal and 
the future. 

Mr. Carrillo was the only leader 
of a big Spanish party to have fou- 
ght in the 1936-39 civil war. 


He went into exile after the war. 
living for a lime in France, the Sov- 
iet Union. Latin .America and 
. West Gemany hefore returning to 
Spain in 1^76 after (he death ;» 
year earlier of right-wing dictator 
Gen. Francisco Franco. 

Back in Spain. Mr. Carrillo led 
his party away from the Soviet 
Union and he became one of (he 
staunchest supporters of Eur- 
ocommunism.

The horrors of 
Beirut, the continued occupation 
of a great part of the Lebanon by 
Israel, the tragedies that occurred 
there and over a long period of 
lime now. We have been watching 
with great concern and anxiety 
events m the occupied territories. 
The Israeli attempts to control 
that land totally, to evict the peo- 
ple from it, to suppress them in 
every conceivable and possible 
way, and to see a chance occur 
there, and for the first time the 
United States itself, its people 
since a period maybe before 1956, 
have been exposed to the realities 
of the situation in this area and the 
dangers. It came simultaneously 
with the Arab meeting at Fez that 
preceded it. and there., we had 
been try ing for a number of years 
to come up with an Arab position, 
an Arab platform for peace. So 
these two elements came together. 

Q. Why do you choose to put 
yourself up-front for the first time 
.when for eight years you've been 
prepared to leave it to the PLO to 
try sort out the West Bank? 

A. 1 believe we can t ignore the 
fact that Jordan and Palestine arc 
rather unique in what is hap- 
pening. Jordanians and Pal- 
estinians are winners or losers. As 
far as the occupied territories and 
Palestinian territory as such. Pal- 
estinian rights, there are things 
which do not move in the right 
direction within a very short space 
of time, losing that territory. We 
risk thousands and thousands 
more people up here who have 
inherent problems ir '-ms of the 
physical :srea in which s are, in 
terms of the identity of the Jor- 
danians and their own rights as 
welt. This is - rather different to 
what would affect others in the 
entire area. ! believe it is urgent if 
there is a chance to mpve towards 
the establishment of- a just and 
durable peace, then let us do it 
together: 

Q. Some people here and out- 
side Jordan say that you ore acting 
on impulse again, you're doing 
something you don ; t really need to 


be doing, you're taking too many 
risks. What do you say to that? 

A. I don't believe this is the 
cause. It is a sacred duty. It has 
always been that to try to recover 
the Arab rights for the Arab peo- 
ple. As far as Palestine is con- 
cerned and Palestinian rights, 
we’ve been involved in that since 
the beginning of this century and 
the Arab Revolt which was led by 
my great grand father. 

Q. Your Majesty, the other 
Arab states and the PLO had been 
talking about an independent Pal- 
estinian state. You, when you took 
up this move of yours, began to 
talk about a federation of Jordan 
and Palestine togehter. Didn't 
that put you in a different position, 
expose you to the charge that you 
are trying to steer the PLO in a 
different way than Arabs? 

A. I do not believe this is the 
cause. I believe the Jordanian- 
Palesiirtian relations arc the con- 
cern of the people in both these 
areas, much more than they are 
the concern of Arabs or others in 
this world, but since this is one of 
the apparent obstacles in the path 
of making progress towards the 
establishment of peace one sug- 
gests that it should be approached 
this way out of the firm belief that 
it could be a breakthrough or a 
help to gel us to move towards the 
establishment of peace. 

Q. Had it been a breakthrough? 
Did you succeed in your talks with 
Yasser Arafat in pe’;uad:'g him 
to accept something less than the 
independent stale that he had 
always insisted on? 

A. I have discussed with him the 
problem and incidentally the que- 
stion of future relations was bro- 
ught up by Mr. Arafat some years 
ago with me stemming from his 
belief and mine that the people are 
members of one family, that the 
contradictions that exist for- 
tunately or otherwise do not exist 
here, that our destinies are the 
same, that eventually we’ll come 
together in any event. 

Q. Under your leadership? 

A. This is not the point. The 
paint is what do we do to move 
ahead, and what is important now 
is to save the land, to save the peo- 
ple on the land before it is too late, 
and I believe that the lime is run- 
ning fast. 

Q. Let me take you up on the 
little word you said ‘’this is not 
important". Surely it is important 


at least to the Israelis and Ame- 
' ricans who see it central that the 
new entity on the West Bank must 
be in very close association with 
Jordan with you taking the lead. 
Now is that something that you see 
as important or not? 

A. If it helps us to recover the 
land and save it as rapidly as pos- 
sible then we will do everything 
that we can towards that end. But 
in this particular context what we 
see. what we have talked about in 
broad terms is an entity in Jordan, 
an entity' in Palestine, a flag here 
and a flag there, a nationality here 
and a nationality there, a gov- 
ernment here and a government 
there, a representative assembly- 
in both sides joined at a higher 
level by a representative assembly 
on an equal basis and a gov- 
ernment... It would have to deal, if 
we are talking about the political 
solution and the problems there, 
in the main defence and foreign 
policy. Obviously there are other 
areas. 

Q. One from here in Amman by 
you or by you and Yasser Arafat 
jointly together? 

A. We are talking about two 
units that are joined together in 
which people have equal rights on 
both sides and their own identity' 
which is clear to them. 

Q. Are you saying that Jordan 
will not then be the senior partner 
as it were in thi.- relationship bet- 
ween these tw entities? 

A. This had not been worked 
out in any g r oat detail but if we do 
succeed I. putting it together 
somehow it will be there. The exp- 
ression of self-determination can 
be made through approval or dis- 
approval or what we jointly work 
out and from then on. no one in 
the world can question the leg- 
itimacy of what exists and the rea- 
lities of what might come to exist. 

Q. What do you mean by the 
expression "self-determination”? 
Are you suggesting that Israel hav- 
ing agreed, if she ever did. to allow 
you and Yasser Arafat to have 
these two entities with this central 
arrangement between them that 
Israel would then accept that if the 
Palestinians subsequently choose 
to go independent, to voice their 
wishes in a referendum of some 
kind, a plebiscite on the West 
Bank and so independent that Isr- 
ael would ever accept that? 

A. Let me make this point very 
strongly. I do not believe that Isr- 
ael had any right to impose her will 
on the occupied territories. We 
are talking about sovereign ter- 
ritories and sovereign people in 
these territories. That was the case 
when Egyptian territories were 
returned to Egypt, and 242 esp- 
ecially speaks of the ina- 
dmissibility of control of territory 
by force, and gt the same time the 
rights of all to live in peace and 
security. I don’t see why Israel 
should be permitted to have any 
say in matters relating to the fut- 
ure of the occupied territories. 

A. But Israel is there now, and 
Israel will not withdraw until she 
gets a solution which is sat- 
isfactory to her. and it means that 
one day will be an independent 


state on the West Bank. 

A. I am not suggesting that this 
should necessarily be the case. I 
think that the ties between Jordan 
and Palestine are extremely strong 
and there will be a popular exp- 
ression on both sides under con- 
ditions of freedom. And this will 
dispel any of die doubts that are 
cast on (he realities of this rel- 
ationship that existed between 
Palestinians and Jordanians des- 
pite the ups and downs and all the 
problems that the peoples of this 
area faced since the Arab Revolt. 

Q. You are saying you are con- 
fident that when the Palestinians 
expressed their view they will call 
for the link with Jordan that will 
satisfy the Israelis and the Ame- 
ricans? 

A. 1 am not concerned about the 
Israelis and the Americans. I am 
concerned about putting our act in 
order. Palestinians and Jordanians 
alike in the face of a real serious 
threat to both of us and to the area 
and to world peace on this par- 
ticular level and at the same time 
that this is a matter that relates to 
us and therefore we should move 
together. 

Q. But you do want to see a real 
link, a close association between 
the two entities. 

A. I believe it is vital to enable 
to us to move ahead to save the 
land and recover the rights of peo- 
ple to live in peace and in dignity 
in this area. 

Q. How have you got Yasser 
Arafat to agree to that? 

A. It is a question of working 
out a lot of details and I hope bef- 
ore too long, we will be able to 
make progress along these lines. 

Q. What do you expect of the 
PLO now? Do you expect a clear 
answer from the executive which 
is meeting this week? Do you exp- 
ect a clear answer from them that 
you can then pass on to President 
Reagan? How do you exactly see 
things going from now. What do 
you want from the PLO? 

A. When we came out of Fe 2 wc 
came out with eight points. These 
were based on U.N. resolutions. 
The concept within the partition 
Plan of Arab state and a Jewish 
stale. Palestine and Israel. The 
borders, the 1967 borders. Sec- 
urity Council Resolution 242, the 
rights of all to live in peace and 
security, the right of return or 
compensation for the Palestinians, 
the rights of all followers of the 
three religions in terms of their 
holy places. But beyond that there 
were other realities, this was an 
Arab position by 22 states which 
was the first time that we were 
able to present the world with a 
unified position seeking peace in 
the entire area. At the same time 
the Reagan Plan had come out. 
That needed a dialogue to be est- 
ablished. The Arab plan was not a 
response to it- It was what we bel- 
ieve should be the basis for a just 
and durable peace, and at the 
same time we recognise tht there 
were two other areas that had to 
be addressed: one of them would 
be the Jordanian-Palesiinian rea- 
irions. We are working on that to 
help us improve our position and 


to improve the chances for ach- 
ieving peace, and the other area 
w as obviously to remove any bar- 
riers that existed between the 
PLO and having direct contact 
and direct dialogue with the Uni- 
ted States. The acceptance of 2*2 
and 536 and the acceptance of the 
right of all to live in peace and 
security. 

Q. And the acceptance of Israel 
as a state in the Middle East' 1 

A. Yes. in return for her acc- 
eptance of others, rights as well. 

A. Bur have you got the Pal- 
estinians. the PLO. to accept the 
presence of Israel in the Middle 
East? Have you really got that out 
of Yasser Arafat? 

A. It is not for me to get it out of 
Yasser Arafat. We discussed it 
obviously. and l hope the PLO will 
act in a manner that will help the 
Palestinian cause in the best pos- 
sible way with the future. It is a 
question of what they set in ret- 
urn. wh3i do the Palestinians get 
in return for such a move. It is not 
a question of whether Israel exists 
or does not exist. It exists obi- 
vously and it has the right to exist. 
This is not the question. 

Q. Why don’t the Palestinians 
come out and say that? 

A. From the outside world I bel- 
ieve it will make a great dif- 
ference. It will make a great dif- 
ference to our friends in the world. 
It will encourage them to support 
us even more. And l believe it will 
remove an obstacle in the path of 
their having all the doors open to 
them. 

Q. But you would like the PLO 
come out with a statement like 
this, recognising conditionally the 
right of Israel to exist. 

A. I suggest that this would be of 
great help to our cause, to the 
Arab cause, to the Palestinian 
cause. 

Q. Some people, including the 
Israelis themselves have said that 
because you have not yet suc- 
ceeded in achieving thai your talks 
were a failure. 

A. I do not believe they were a 
failure. I believe they were the 
best we've had until now. and may- 
be the first time that we had the 
chance to sit and talk frankly and 
openly to know each other and to 
look into the future with every 
hope and confidence and work 
very closely together. 

Q. What are you expecting from 
Yasser Arafat..? In order to go on 
with the negotiation, to a further 
stage? Are you expecting that 
conditional recognition of Israel? 
Are you expecring more than 
that? Or what? 

A. I am trying to see what we 
can do together. We are enc- 
ouraged by the Arab World as 
well to move ahead, to be closer 
together, to act together, to ass- 
ume our responsibilities before it 
is too late. And in this particular 
context, we are talking about a 
Jordanian-Palestinian future rel- 
ations and how we can formulate 
them and present them to the 
world and leave them for the time 
when people can on both sides 
decide what they feel. On the 
other hand, in terms of political 


realities of this world and the 
fast-moving situation, and to see 

what could be done to improve 
our position and enable the PLO 
as well to be accepted. 

A. If the PLO not forthcoming 
and don't produce the kind of 
answer that you would like them 
to give you and Mr. Reagan and 
the Israelis? Is there a chance that 
you might become impatient that 
you yourself might take this on as 
a personal Jordanian initiative and 
try and negotiate cither directly 
u-ith the Israelis or through the 
Americans with the Israelis to try 
with the West Bank, irrespective 
of the PLO? 

A. As far as we arc concerned, 
we are all bound to the decisions 
that were taken at Rabat in 1974. 
And as far as PLO is concerned, it 
is representing the people of Pal- 
estine. We wUI not move in the 
Palestinian Issue unless we have a 
clear mandate from the Pal- 
estinians themselves and the rest 
of the Arab World- 

Q. So they have a veto on any 
negotiations between you and 
anybody about the West Bank and 
Gaza? 

A. They do not neccssrilv have a 
veto, but they have a role to play 
and I believe if we are to solve the 
Palestinian problem, we can't 
make progress unless the Pal- 
estinians are involved in a process 
leading to a final solution to this 
problem. Well, we are trying to 
pave the wav for them, w ith us in 
Jordan in particular, to move 
ahead, towards that end. I believe 
that the people of Palestine the- 
mselves will have to decide whe- 
ther this is what they want or oth- 
erwise. This is something outside 
my jurisdiction. 

Q. Supposing the people of Pal- 
estine. in the course of the next 
few months, impatient with the 
PLO, were to say to you. through 
whatever means you regard res- 
pectable. perhaps some of the 
mayors in the West Bank, like the 
mayor of Bethlehem, would say to 
you: Please... the PLO are being 
not doing the work. We want them 
to do. will you. King Hussein, 
negotiate with the Israelis for the 
return of the West Bank? Would 
you take that? 

A. In complete sincerity. I 
would like to say at this point that I 
have every confidence that this 
will not happen because I believe 
that the PLO. after all the exp- 
eriences of the past, represents the 
people of Palestine and will gain 
this stance within the Arab World 
and everywhere else by really ref- 
lecting the hopes and aspirations 
of the Palestinian people. Let us 
not talk on that point at this stage- 

Q. Has it occurred to you gain 
that you might possibly follow the 
line that President Sadat took.. 
and make your own unilateral 
initiative...? Would you perhaps 
win the West Bank to Jordan by 
going to Jerusalem? 

A. I believe that my com- 
mitment to the establishment of a 
just 3nd durable peace is not in 
question and neveT has been in 
question. This had been the case 
since 1967 and that was the case 


throughout my w hole political life. 
It is a waiter of deep conviction 
that what is important i» the int- 
erest of generations to come and 
what we can do for item and for 
their future in the entire area- 1 
knew the chances were before 
Sadat moved, and i know what 
they are now. and I know what 
they would be tike in the future 
And I believe that a Jordan Lin- 
Palesiinian coordinated effort, 
supported by the Arab World and 
the world as such, in terms of 
common interests, arc towards 
establishing a just and durable 
peace. 

Q. If the PLO now gives you 
full backing and saying please go 
ahead in negotiations for us. , 
would you take that as far as direct 
negotiations with Israel on their 
behalf.' 

A. Wc will work very closely 
together with them in ail ph-ito 
ahead... and with God’s blessings 
we will lie able to make some pro- 
gress for attaining our goals. 

Q- Would you sit with Mr. 
Benin if vou have (he backinc of 
the PLO? 

A. I don’t believe that Mr. 
Begin is really the answer in this 
stage. He may be. But I know- from 
what we see that we face a very- 
real danger if we do not move in 
the immediate future. If the Arab 
attitude is totally negative to 
America’s approach or interest in 
establishing a just and durable 
peace in this area, no future adm- 
inistration in the U.S. would be 
free of Zionist pressures and int- 
ernal pressures to move. And 
then we stay not only where wc 
are, but Israel will be moving tow- 
ards totally absorbing the occ- 
upied territories. And the next 
target is Jordan. These are the rea- 
lities of the matter and we have to 
address them and we have a case 
and we have people and they have 
their rights on their land and we 
have to do whatever we can to 
recover this, one way or the other. 
So it is important that we move 
and we are moving. 

Q. It is a very critical time.. Is n? 

A. Yes. it is. 

Q. How urgent is the situation? 

I mean you have been for 30 years. 
Whey is this more critical than any 
other time in the past? 

A. We have seen it built up and 
we have just lived recently thr- 
ough Lebanon. 1 believe that what 
we see is very very ominous. They 
have accomplished by wasting 
time, by putting up excuses for 
more lime to be wasted, to move, 
to try to annex the entire area and 
try to absorb it. The people can l 
tolerate this type of life which they 
have to endure much longer. I bel- 
ieve the dangers are real and they 
come out openly .... Jordan is the 
next target. As if it is not a que- 
stion of people who have for hun- 
dreds and thousands of years their 
rights on their legitimate soil. 

Q. Let us go back to the basic 
central question of negotiations. 
Mr. Begin has made it clear that he 
is not going to withdraw from the 
West Bank and return it to Arab 
sovereignty. Are you really to get 
anywhere whatever your plan is? 


A. Assuming (Here & a-dittof

Q. What is your altitude... if Isr- 
ael were to withdraw to ihc iN*T 
lines .. Would you then be pre- 
pared to open foil diplomatic ana 
normal relations with Israel like 
the Egyptians have done? 

A. If the territories are rec- 
overed and the rights of people arc 
recognised, then obviously (here is 
a state of peace. And ihe stale nf 
peace far exccedes the limits uf 
imaginations to realities. It is a 
question if you talk about Gaza 
and the West Bank. hr»w do they 
reach eac h other wrihout any for- 
mal coni jc ... coordinations. You 
taik about water in the area, how 
do you organise the control and 
use* of it? You talk about air- 
spaces. ^ou talk ahoui health sn-J 
requirements. This is a mailer ?h:it 
concerns sovereign stales I und- 
erstand when they move lo Wa» 
hingtem they explain the firs; 
phase... this would be the end ot 
belligerency, and second state 
would depend on each ind- 
ependent slate jnd how it feels. 
But in this particular area. 1 feel 
there are a lot of possibilities to 
see progress on the part of peace 
and it would he rai her exceptional 
in terms of realities and conditions 
on the ground. 

Q. Would you be happy and 
enthusiastic about living at f*ucc 
with Israel . with full normal rel- 
ations? 

A. I believe this will have u» 
happen, yes.

AMMAN — In a humanitarian 
gesture to reach out to the dis- 
placed refugees in Lebanon and 
aid them, the Ministry of Social 
Development hasorganised a cha- 
rity concert scheduled to take 
plaoe on Friday. Nov. 12. 1982. 

The main objective of the con- 
cert, to be conducted at the Palace 
of Culture, is to collect clothes for 
victims of the Israeli invasion of 
.Lebanon. ’ ‘ _ .i. 

The admission tickets, to be 
made available from Monday ai 
the YWCA, the Orthodox Nat- 
ional School and the Ahlia School, 
are going to be exchanged for clo- 
thes donated by the public instead 
of being sold for money. 

The organiser* of the concert 
stressed that the clothes donated 
should be in good condition, clean 
and preferably pressed. They 
added that the clothes would be 
sent to Lebanon through the Pal- 
estinian Red Crescent Society and 
the International Committee of 
the Red Cross. 

Performing in the concert will 
be Charles Metropolis, the Ame- 
rican singer well-known for his 
songs on Palestine, along with the 
Jordanian Ace Band, which is 
going to present a variety of Mr. 
Metropolis' Palestine songs 
among others. Also participating 
in the concert will be the Swedes, a 
Jordanian amateur hard-rock 
band. 

The idea behind the "collect- 
clothes" concert was explained to 
the Jordan Times by Mr. Met- 
ropolis .“ W ith w inter approac h in g 


there is a desperate need right now 
in Lebanon for good clothing 
among other things, and since 
many people have clothing they 
do not really need any more and 
they don't know exactly what to 
do with them or how to donate, 
this concert seems to be a good 
way to get people involved with a 
community spirit of giving and it 
will be a more personal and direct 
way of helping our brothers in 
Lebanon." 

The concert is among other act- 
ivities that are launched by Jor- 
danian organisations and groups 
to help the homeless refugees in 
Lebanon. "We recently gave JD 
1,250 raised from the sales of my 
music cassettes and from a recent 
benefit concert with the Ace Band 
to aid the refugees in Lebanon," 
Mr. Metropolis told the Jordan 
Times. 

Reports from Lebanon indicate 
that thousands of the displaced 
refugees in Lebanon are waiting 
for the LInited Nations Relief and 
Works Agency (UNRWA) to fin- 
ish the levelling of their destroyed 
camps and the setting up of tents 
to shelter them. Moreover, they 
are faced with a probability of 
spending hard time during this 
winter, especially that UNRWA 
engineers have announced that 
the erection of tents would not be 
finished until the end of this year. 

Consequently, the success of 
the benefit concert in collecting 
clothes for the refugees in Leb- 
anon would contribute to improve 
their conditions and help them 
face the coming winter. Mr. Met- 
ropolis said.

ILO expert leaves after talks on manpower

AMMAN — An international 
expert on manpower, who held 
talks with various ministries and 
organisations in Jordan on the 
country's needs and problems rel- 
ated to manpower requirements, 
left for Kuwait Saturday after a 
1 2-day visit. 

During his visit to Jordan Prof. 
James G. Scoville. a senior official 
from the International Labour 
Organisation (ILO). met with off- 
icials at the ministries of labour, 
education, and social dev- 
elopment, the National Planning 
Council (NPC), Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry. Dep- 
artment of Statistics, the Voc- 


ational Training Corporation, the 
Social Security Corporation and 
with some faculty members of the 
Economic Department at the 
University of Jordan. 

They discussed the current 
manpower situation in Jordan, the 
problem of skilled workers' emi- 
gration and the need to limit the 
export of skilled manpower to 
other countries. They also studied 
the situation of Jordanian workers 
abroad and “whether the outflow 
of skilled and trained workers 
would continue over the years," 
Prof. Scoville told the Jordan 
Times. 

Prof. Scoville and three other 
ILO experts are scheduled to visit 
five Arab countries each with the 
aim of "setting forth a plan of act- 


ion which could help in und- 
erstanding major problems of 
manpower and hence find sol- 
utions for unemployment and 
emigration of labourers, also pro- 
grammes of possible regional coo- 
peration.” Prof. Scoville said. 

Based on studies of the man- 
power background in each cou- 
ntry "there will be an int- 
ernational governmental sym- 
posium in January 1983 in Gen- 
eva for 20 countries consisting of 
high-level representatives of the 
ministries of labour and planning 
organisations to discuss results 
and assess any proposals for act- 
ion.” the ILO expert said. 

Prof. Scoville, who visited Syria 
before coming to Jordan, is sch- 
eduled to go to Iraq and Lebanon 


after his visit to Kuwait. 

Ministry of Labour Under- 
secretary Tuysir Abdul Jaber told 
the Jordan Times that the ILO 
expert's visit to Jordan was also 
pan of preparations for an Arab 
project for coordinating emp- 
loyment policies in the Arab 
World. Dr. Abdul Jaber added 
that the project, to be imp- 
lemented next year, will cover 
under its programmes various 
aspects of manpower utilisation in 
the region including training and 
aims at cooperation among the 
Arab countries in employment 
policies. 

Dr. Abdul Jaber said that the 
project is a joint programme org- 
anised by the ILO and the Arab 
Labour Organisation (ALO).

American calls for tougher defence build-up

Around a dangerous junction 


BECAUSE the country cannot afford to live 
with the present rate of road accidents which 
are claiming more and more lives and injuries 
each day and which are. gradually hut surely, 
eating up our meagre mechanical resources. 
Jordanians have been intensifying their eff- 
orts to remedy the situation, both on the off- 
icial and private levels. To this end. we wel- 
come the results of discussions of the tine-day 
seminar earlier this w eek on the role of citizen 
and institutions in decreasing and presenting 
road accidents. We are also pleased that Jor- 
dan has played host to the second Arab con- 
ference of the Tunis-based federation of Arab 
societies concerned with the prevention of 
road accidents. 

Indeed, one step ahead was taken when the 
local seminar adopted a decision to establish a 
committee, chaired by the minister of the int- 
erior. to enlighten the public on traffic rules 
and to review penalties imposed against tra- 
ffic violators. Another, no less important, 
step called for the setting up of a special com- 
mittee from officials of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation and the police to design a special course 
on traffic, safety on the roads and other rel- 
ated subjects to be taught at schools thr- 
oughout the kingdom. 

' Rut while we continue to discuss the pro- 


blem in lecture hails, classrooms, offices and 
our homes, there are practical steps that can 
and have to he immediately taken. Perhaps 
most important of these is identifying and 
doing something about dangerous road jun- 
ctions where many car accidents are daily or 
weekly reported. Identification of these traps 
Ls no big problem, simply because citizens 
themselves, if asked, would cooperate fully tn 
present the police with a detailed list of these 
junctions, each individual or group surveying 
his or their own area, to be added to the 
Traffic Department's own collection. Once 
identified, there can be no good excuse for 
waiting until a further study or a master plan 
or project Is completed. If citizens' lives are at 
risk, every possible means must be employed 
to save them. 

W e cannot dispute the fact that human bei- 
ngs, drivers and pedestrians alike, are mainly 
to hlame for all road accidents.. Even faulty 
design of roads and defective vehicles are a 
human responsibility. What we cannot ign- 
ore. however, Ls the fact that little Ls being 
done to eliminate the dangers around many 
road junctions in Jordanian cities and towns 
and between them. No-body really cures 
whose fault it is as much as what the right 
people should be doing about it.

Al Ra'i: A race against time 


In his statement to the British Television. His 
Majesty King Hussein has reiterated basic facts. 
Namely the strong Jordanian-Palestinian rel- 
ationship, the need to enable the two peoples to 
move together to liberate the occupied Palestinian 
land and regain the Arab legitimate rights and that 
time is running fast and the current stage is critical. 

Reiterating these facts means that the 
Jordanian-Palestinian march is going ahead pro- 
pelled by the will of the people who will not allow 
any obstacles in the path of unity. 

These facts also remind the Arab states of their 
national responsibility to beware of the serious 
time factor that should not be left as a sword in 
Israer s hand lo further cut into the Arab body and 
swallow Arab land piecemeal. 

These facts should also serve as a strong inc- 


entive for Jordanians and Palestinians to speed up 
agreement on steps to be taken towards a formula 
and towards rescuing our kinsmen and regaining 
the homeland. No doubt the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation realises the importance of the time 
factor. 


King Hussein's statement on British Television 
makes it clear for everyone that the Jordanian- 
Palestinian move takes place in broad daylight 
and forestalls any evil attempts by out- 
btdderv..who do not offer any thing for the Pal- 
estine cause except fallacies... 


The Palestinians and Jordanians will no doubt 
pursue their joint struggle for liberating the Arab 
territories and rescuing our kinsmen from Lhe 
yoke of oppressors. 


Al Dustour: Washington’s own credibility at stake 


So far we have seen a mere American expression 
of concern over Israel's >ettlcment policy, not 
supported by any action whatsoever. We are also 
witnessing a relentless Israeli effort to escalate its 
settlement policy in the occupied Arab territories 
and abort any timid American attempts to achieve 
a balance in the Arab- Israeli conflict. 

Israel has been noticeably active in establishing 
settlements and in announcing its intention of pur- 
suing this policy specially after President Reagan's 
peace initiative. Israel's announcement lately to 
establish five new settlements in occupied Pal- 
estine comes on the heels of a White House ann- 
ouncement of the Be&in-Reagan meeting on Nov. 
IV. 

Mr. Reagan's initiative calls for an Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from Arab land, the recognition of Pal- 
estinian people’s rights and a freeze of Israel's 


settlement programme in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. Yet. the Israelis have been showing 
total disregard to and contempt for that initiative. 
Israel's adamant stand reflects iis strong desire to 
perpetuate its occupation of Arab land. Wresting 
land from its owners does not leave any room for 
negotiations and peace of any kind. Of course the 
American administration does not want to see this 
happening and it is unreasonable for Washington 
to sacrifice the region's peace just for satisfying 
the ever-growing Israeli greed for hloodshed" 
occupation or invasion. Any American policy to 
the contrary is bound to expose U.S. interests to 
dangers. 

The American administration should transcend 
expressions of ■'dismay" or '‘concern" over Isr- 
ael. settlement policies in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. It should take action. 


LONDON — U.S. allies in Eur- 
ope are worried that American 
calls for a tougher conventional 
defence posture could play into 
the hands of anti-nuclear cam- 
paigners. 

They arc afraid peace groups 
may exploit the emphasis on gro- 
und warfare in support of arg- 
uments that there is no need for a 
new generation of European- 
based nuclear missiles. 

Because of these and other con- 
cerns. officials say NATO is soft- 
pedalling suggestions that the all- 
iance may he revising its strategic 
concepts to give more priority to 
conventional arms. They say there 
is no thought of downgrading nuc- 
lear defences in Europe or of cha- 
nging basic NATO doctrine, and 
that it would take years in any case 
to beef-up conventional forces. 

The focus on ground warfare 
comes at an embarrassing time, as 
governments prepared for the 
deployment of 572 U.S. Cruise 
and Pershina-2 nuclear missiles in 
five European countries. 

The controversial deployments, 
fiercely resisted by European 
anti-nuclear groups, are due to 
start in late 1983 if there is no 
agreement by then in U.S.-Soviet 
arms limitation talks. 


"NATO has sought to generate 
support for Lhe new weapons by- 
arguing they are the only credible 
answer to a Soviet build-up of 
about 340 SS-20 missiles, most of 
which are targeted on West Eur- 
opean cities. 


Raise the thrushhoid 


Allied diplomats believe Eur- 
opean public opinion has been 
confused bv a series of statements 
on future ’ strategy by General 
Bernard Rogers, the American 
NATO commander-in-chief. 

General Rogers suggested in 
September that the upgrading of 
NATO's conventional forces in 
Europe could enable the alliance 
eventually to retire some of its 
nuclear weapons. Officials say he 
was misunderstood and was thi- 
nking only of short-range bat- 
tlefield weapons, not the pro- 
jected U.S. medium-range mis- 
siles which are intended to hit Sov- 
iet territorv. 


He says extra spending on sop- 
histicated conventional weapons 

would cive NATO the defensive 
firepower it needs to head off an 
overland attack. This would raise 
the nuclear threshhold — mea- 
ning a decision to "go nuclear" 
could be dclaved- 


This theory reflects a U.S. con- 
cept that a Soviet ground assault in 
Europe could be contained by 
using electronic weapons to wipe 
out second -echelon "follow-on" 
forces. 


NATO has about 6.000 tactical 
nuclear weapons in Europe, some 
of them with a range of only 
16-i 10 kins. General Rogers con- 
tends the communist Warsaw pact 
is so far ahead of NATO in con- 
ventional arms -- 2 to 1 in many 
categories — that there is a risk 
nuclear weapons may have to he 
fired to defend Western Europe 
even in the early stages of a gro- 
und war. 


But it has alarmed West Ger- 
man generals because it pre- 
supposes that NATO troops may- 
have to surrender some German 
territory while falling back to reg- 
roup for a counter -attack. The 
plan has propaganda attractions 
by allaying fears that a cross- 
border attack, no matter how lim- 
ited. might quickly escalate into 
nuclear w ar with devastating con- 
sequences. 

But NATO officials fear it could 
backfire in providing a plausible 
rationale for growing numbers of 
Europeans and Americans who 
want a nuclear freeze or those, like 
the British Labour Party, who 
favour unilateral nuclear dis- 
armament. 


Western Experts say talk about 
improving conventional arms, alt- 
hough a NATO objective, is pre- 
mature at present on grounds both 
of cost and because equipment i*> 
lacking. 

The U.S. conventional missile? 
needed, called "smart" weapons 
because of the ir sensitive guidance 
systems, are still on the Jrauini* 
board and may not be reads until 
the late 19Sti$. Experts sit it is 
questionable whether NATO 
countries, all strapped by rec- 
ession. will agree to pay the extra 
one per cent a year which General 
Rogers says will be required in 
equip ground forces with the 
new-high-grade weapons. 

They say no real price tag has 
been placed on how much the upg- 
rading would com. Many of (he ]6 
NATO countries are unable even 
to muster the extra defence spe- 
nding of three percent annually in 
real terms already set as an all- 
iance coal. 

The strategy problems involved 
are likely to he discussed when 
NATO defence planners hope 
there will he no political hitches to 
hold up their schedule for Cruise 
and Pershing deployments if cur- 
rent arms talks at Geneva fail. 

Thei biggest worry is that West 
German support far the pro- 
gramme could be undermined fol- 
lowing ex-Chancellor Helmut

Manila faces growing threat from Communists 


Catholic priests put Marcos government in hot water

.MANILA — The Philippine gov- 
ernment. facing a growing threat 
from communist guerrillas, wor- 
ried that some priests have dis- 
carded the bible for the gun and 
that the Roman Catholic church 
has been infiltrated by communist 
sympathisers. 

One radical priest, accused of 
procuring arms for the guerrillas, 
was killed by security forces ear- 
lier this month and others have 
been arrested in pans of the cou- 
ntry where the communist new 
people's army is active. 

Several church leaders here in 
Asia’s only Roman Catholic nat- 
ion. and many on the left-wing of 
the church, say they detect a sys- 
tematic attempt by the gov- 
ernment of President Ferdinand 
Marcos to suppress some of the 
church's more controversial act- 
ivities. 

President Marcos has said sev- 
eral times that there is no such 
suppression, a position reiterated 
by Defence Minister Juan Once 
Enrile. "We are not persecuting 
the church," Mr. Enrile told Reu- 
ters. 

"In a democratic society, there 
must be a free exchange of ideas. 
Some elements of the (church) 
hierarchy are prone to criticise the 
government as we take that as part 
of the democratic process. But if 
we criticise them, they should not 
hout about persecution.’' Mr. Enr- 
ile added. 

Regarding priests who joined 
rebel forces. Mr. Enrile was quite 


emphatic when he said: "We do 
not look on them as priests if they 
violate the law..." 

Caught in the middle of the 
debate is CardinaUaime Sin. Arc- 
hbishop of Manila, who has called 
for greater dialogue between the 
clergy and the military, par- 
ticularly in areas worst affected by- 
communist insurgency. 

The cardinal, who has often cri- 
ticised the government in past 
says the church will always try 1 to 
dissuade priests from supporting 
violent action. But he presented to 
reporters a typical dilemma that 
might face a parish- priest— a pea- 
sant's wife is raped by a soldier. To 
whom will they complain*? 

"The husband cannot go to the 
police or the military for" obvious 
reasons", the cardinal said. "He 
cannot go to the local mayor bec- 
ause he knows this man works 
hand in glove with the military. So 
he goes to the parish priest." 

The priest can speak out. Car- 
dinal Sin said, "but then what 
could be easier than to have him 
accused of being sympathetic with 
the rebel cause? 


More dialogue 


should be more dialogue between 
church, government and military. 
"Today, in spite of the denials of 
some leaders of the Catholic 
church, religious radicalism in the 
Philippines is a fact.’’ he said. 

The minister said radical priests 
could speak out "on any subject 
under the sun or engage in any 
secular activities... What we are 
seriously concerned about is the 
predilection of some religious rad- 
icals to link up with groups that are 
out to overthrow the government 
through terrorism, force and vio- 
lence," 

But Father Brian Gore, an Aus- 
tralian priest, said: "They've been 
after me for a long time,"’ referring 
his arrest early in October an cha- 
rges of inciting rebellion and pos- 
sessing explosives. 

The 3S-year-old priest, who 
denies the charges and is free on 
hail after four days in jail, mai- 
ntains the military are gainst his 
work among poor peasants "bec- 
ause we have credibility and they 
don't." 

Most priests work among pea- 
sant families who have seen the 
spread of communist guerrilla act- 
ivity to many parts of the country 


in recent years and the resulting 
influx of the military into the cou- 
ntryside. 

But there are others like Father 
Conrado Batweg. who has app- 
eared on British television pra- 
ctising alongside his fellow gue- 
rrillas with a rifle. 

Father Balwcg, who now carries 
a high price on his head, cam- 
paigned on behalf of his own Tin- 
ggian people against military abu- 
ses. and the activities of a gov- 
ernment backed logging company, 
according to church sources. 

When he began to lose the sup- 
port of the church hierarchy he 
threw in his lot with the guerrillas, 
the sources said. 

Father Zacarias Agaiep. all- 
eged to be a procurer of arms for . 
the communists, was shot dead by 
the security forces in the same nor- 
thern region earlier this month. 

Other priests who have joined 
the guerrillas are Father Romeo 
Intengan, leading an armed group 
in the southern Philippines, and 
Father Nicanor Ruiz, alleged to be 
witth communist rebels on the isl- 
and of Samar. 

Father Edgar Kangieon. 26. 
director of the church social action 


Bishop Fortich. national leader 
of the bishops' national ass- 
ociation for social action, justice 
and peace, said: There seems to be 
a pattern by the military, an orc- 
hestrated effort against the 
church.” 

Defence Minister Enrile, who 
appears to be the government's 
main spokesman on the issue, agr- 
ees with Cardinal Sin that there

Italian politicians demand reforms 
in ‘mickey mouse soldier-training'

ROME — Angered by a serious of 
embarrassing blunders in the 
Armed Forces. Italian politicians 
are demanding reforms in a tra- 
ining system which is criticised for 
turning out "mickey mouse sol- 
diers." 

Red Brigades urban guerrillas 
recently highlighted the problem 
when, for the third time this year, 
they snatched weapons from an 
army patrol without letting the 
recruits fire a single shot in return. 
In August. Italy’s contingent to a 
multinational force in Lebanon 
ran into severe mechanical trouble 
at sea only hours after setting out 
from port. 

Politicians from both right and 
left are now urging study of a ref- 
orm which they say would put the 
emphasis on trained professionals 
and Technicians instead of raw rec- 
ruits in the country’s Armed For- 
ces. 


Under the constitution male cit- 
izens must do basic military tra- 
ining of at least 1 2 months and are 
called up at the age of 20 unless 
they get a deferment for study rea- 
sons until 27. 


The army of 250,000 men con- 
sists of about 100,000 pro- 
fessional ranks and officers and 
1 50.000 conscript recruits. 

Suspicions that the army was 
deficient in equipment,, training 
and attitude first surfaced in 1980 
when it bungled a major relief 
operation for earthquake victims 
in southern Italy. 

Critics said that while the Ita- 
lians struggled to distribute rat- 
ions from muddy fields, a smaller 
Western German detachment 


showed them up by building 
gravel-based storage depots. 

The. recent Red Brigades' att- 
ack on a two-vehicle convoy in 
Salemo was the fifth time in two 
years the left-wing mban guerrilla 
group has seized army equipment 
with impunity. 

After two raids on military bar- 
racks earlier this year, military 
investigators discovered that 
young recruits on guard had been 
asleep at the time and in one case 
even ignored the burglar alarm 
when it began hooting. 

Even more embarrassing was 
the cracked screw which forced 
the troopship Grado to limp to 
Beirut with half the Italian pea- 
cekeeping contingent of 503 mai- 
nly volunteer recruits. 

Embarking on Italy's most imp- 
ortant military engagement since 
World War II. the "so-called task 
force was obliged to steam at six 
nautical miles an hour — slower 
than Christopher Columbus on his 
second voyage to America (in 
1 493)," the newspaper G torn ale 
Nuovo commented. 

Press reports of homesick ser- 
vicemen forming long lines to talk 
to mothers or girlfriends on the 
ship's radio completed the picture 
of an ill-prepared and immature 
army of boys thrust into modem 
warfare. 

Bartolo Ciccardini, a Christian 
Democrat who is undersecretary 
for defence, reacted by proposing 
that the 12-month conscription 
period for young men be reduced, 
giving tlwm no more than basic 
military training. 

He also proposed longer-term 
contracts for military specialists 
including trained guards for mil- 
itary establishments. 

Falco Accame, a socialist mem- 
ber of parliament and former navy 


officer, suggested a more tho- 
rough reform of the armed forces 
built round .30.(1(11) volunteers in 
six brigades. 

Under his scheme, young con- 
scripts would have a shorter but 
more intensive basic training in 
their home districts, learning how 
to fire light arms, machine-guns 
and even anti-tank weapons 
"The tanker which has always 
gnawed at the Armed Forces is 
that of conferring too much emp- 
hasis on the facade and not eno- 
ugh on the substance." Mr. Acc- 
ame toid reporters. ■ 

A radical left-wing member of 
parliament. Roberto Cic- 
ciomessere. went so far as to ask: 
"Why not abolish ail the armed 
forces, given that one cannot even • 
defend the rifles carried hy sol- 
diers." 

The weekly news magazine 
Panorama noted that the armv, 
with its 250.000 men. 1.000 art- 
illery pieces and 340 aircraft tog- 
ether with the Navy and Ait 
Force, cost 9.01X1 billion lire 
billion) in 1981. 

“A mountain of money which, 
some say, produces mickey mouse 
soldiers." the magazine said. 

Defence ' ministry officials iir 
Rome, asked about alleged neg- 
ligence in the protection of mil- 
itary equipment, said the array 
was not trained against attack 
from inside Italy. 

They said the overriding con- 
sideration was the "NATO doc- 
trine*' of preparing for possible ' 
conventional attack from abroad., 
through classical battle formation „ 
But the Red Brigades' coop in 
Salerno prompted Mr. Accame to 
suggest: "Before bothering with 
-any task force abroad we should 
put all our energy into domestic 
security."

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Denmark defies EEC on 
common fisheries plan 


U.S. unemployment 

rate climbs to 10.4% 


BRUSSELS (R) ■■ — Denmark is 
on a collision course with its 
C o mmo n. Market partners after 
Friday night formally rejecting the 
latest Comm unity plan for a com- 
men fisheries policy, diplomatic 
sources said. 

Fisheries ministers of the 10-' 

nation European Community will 
meet . in Brussels on Monday, 
where there could be moves to 
prepare an agreement imkmg all 
States except Denmark, the sou- 
rces said. 

Denmark told a meeting of 
Community ambassadors Friday 
night that a compromise offer by 
its partners last week was una- 
cceptable, and that it wanted more 
negotiations for a deal acceptable 
to all member nations. 

Earlier, Danish Fisheries Min- 
ister Henning Grove said in Cop- 


enhagen that Denmark would 
veto any agreement if it did not get 
improved fishing rights in Com- 
munity waters. 

However, the sources said it was 
uncertain whether the matter 
would go to a vote, and Denmark 
could not veto a decision by the- 
nine to bring in national laws reg- 
ulating fishing in their own waters. 

Denmark, which has a big and 
politically powerful fishing ind- 
ustry, has been holding out for. 
higher fish quotas as its price for 
agreeing to a common fisheries 
policy to operate from Jan. 1, 
1983. 

Other member states, par- 
ticularly Britain, want such a pol- 
icy because a 10-year agreement 
limiting Community access to Bri- 
tish waters expires at the end of 


this year. 

Without a common fisheries 
policy. Community officials say 
there will be legal uncertainties 
and possible confrontation at sea 
between foreign vessels seeking 
free access and hostile local aut- 
horities or fishermen. 

To win Danish agreement, the 
commission proposed a com- 
promise plan at ministerial talks in 
Luxembourg last week that off- 
ered bigger catches to Denmark 
and other states. 

Ministers billed it as a take- 
it-or-Ieave-h offer, but Denmark 
immediately objected and dem- 
anded two new concessions— a 
20,000-tonne mackerel quota 
off west Scotland and seven lic- 
ences in the Shetland zone north 
of Scotland. 


U.K. unions call off strikes 


WASHINGTON (R) — Another 
291,000 Americans lost their jobs 
last month as the unemployment 
rate climbed to a postwar record 
of 10.4 per cent, the government 
reported Friday, and economists 
predicted further increases to 
come. 

Total unemployment rose to 
11. 55 million, up more than 3.7 
million since the current recession 
began in July 1981. The jobless 
rate in September had been 10.1 
per cent. 

The shat}? rise in joblessness, 
now at its highest level since 1940, 
is being widely blamed for losses 
suffered by President Reagan's 
Republican party in Tuesday's 
elections. 

Many economic analysts think 
rising unemployment in the next 
few months will increase pressure 
on Mr. Reagan to amend his eco- 
nomic programme of tax cuts and 
increased arms spending. 


The opposition Democrats said 
Friday they will shortly present a 
proposal for a job recovery pro- 
gramme. including public works to 
rebuild the counfry's roads, bri- 
dges and streets, to be financed by 
a reduction in defence spending. 

Mr. Gerald McEntee. president 
of the largest U.S. union of gov- 
ernment employees, said: 
“Today’s figures are absolute 
proof that Reaganomics are a 
complete failure." 

Economists contacted by Reu- 
ters warned that more workers 
wQl be laid off in the next few 
months. 

Mr. Alien Sinai of the Data 
Resources forecasting firm said 
the unemployment rate would 
probably peak at 10.7 per cent 
before turning down slowly in the 
first quarter of next year. Job- 
lessness had replaced inflation as 
the number one economic pro- 
blem, he added. 


Ms. Janet Norwood, head of the 
Labour Department office that 
compiles the jobless data, told a 
congressional panel the labour 
market situation is even worse 
than the official unemployment 
rate indicates. 

Including the 6.6 million wor- 
kers forced to work part time and 
the 1.6 million discouraged wor- 
kers who have simply quit looking 
for jobs because they think none 
exists pushes the jobless rate to 
14.1 per cent, she said. 

Commerce Department Chief 
Economist Robert Ortner said: "1 
think the unemployment rate will 
very likely go even higher," 
Economist Michael Evans pre- 
dicted a jobless rate of 1 1 percent 
for most of next year because 
"business is getting the message a 
boom is not on the horizon.” 

But both Mr. Ortner and Mr. 
Sinai said an economic rebound 
should get under way soon. 


LONDON (R) — British trades 
unions have cancelled one-day 
hospital and transport strikes on 
Monday, possibly heralding an 
end to a six-month dispute over 
pay in the state health service. 

There were signs of a bre- 
akthrough in the search for a set- 
tlement Friday night when leaders 
of 900,000 low-paid health wor- 
kers met Ms. Pat Lowry, chairman 
of the government conciliation 
service. 

. The Trades Union Congress 


(TUC) said later that pay talks 
between health unions and the 
government would resume on 
Monday and the token and sym- 
pathy strikes would be cancelled 
to provide a good atmosphere. 

There has been growing spe- 
culation in the past few days of an 
imminent end to the dispute, 
which has disrupted state hospitals 
and evoked sympathy strikes in 
industry. 

There is also speculation that 
Health Minister Norman Fowler is 


ready to offer slightly better 
terms. The current offer is a six per 
cent rise for health workers and 
7.S per cent for nurses. 

The steady fall in inflation, now 
down to an annual 7.3 per cent, 
has made the offer more att- 
ractive. Another factor in favour 
of a settlement is that workers' 
enthusiasm for sympathy strikes 
has ebbed. Bus drivers had ref- 
used to join Monday’s transport 
stoppage. 


68 states oppose credit to S. Africa 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — Rep- 
resentatives of 68 member stales 
of the Internationa] Monetary 
Fund (IMF) opposed a $1 .07 bil- 
lion credit for South Africa that 
was approved under a “weighted 
vote" system, a U.N. committee 
heard Friday. 

Meetings of the IMF board are 
secret and the agency staff is sup- 
posed to respect the con- 
fidentiality of the proceedings. 


But Mr. Jim Morrell, a Was- 
hington activist against apartheid, 
named those that were for and 
against the loan at Wednesday’s 
board meeting. 

He told the general assembly’s 
special political committee that a 
“genteel, whites-only club" com- 
prising the United States, Canada, 
Britain, France, West Germany, 
the Netherlands, Belgium and 
Italy spoke in favour of the loan. 


Mr. Morrell, from the centre for 
international policy, said seven 
speakem at the board meeting 
opposed the loan, including Saudi 
Arabia, China. India, Libya, Gui- 
nea and Niger. 

Jamaica. Ireland. Greece and 
Malta a!! recorded their opp- 
osition when the Canadian and 
Italian directors who represent 
those states spoke in favour of the 
credit, he said. 


Market for construction equipment retreats 


The world's construction equ- 
ipment manufacturing industry is 
in retreat and disarray. Com- 
panies on both sides of the Atl- 
antic have been urgently re- 
organising their businesses and 
shedding labour in a bid to stave 
off or stem losses. Of the major 
manufacturers only Komastsu of 
Japan appears to be making any 
headway. 

Over-capacity among man- 
ufacturers and felling construction 
activity in many of the world's 
major markets has hit the industry 
hard. Price competition among 
companies ts severe as man- 
ufacturers chase new orders and 
export opportunities. 

In the U.S. Caterpillar Tractor, 
the world's largest producer of 
construction and mining equ- 
ipment, has just announced that it 
is cutting its quarterly dividend 
from 67 yi cents to 37% cents. At 
the end of last month Caterpillar 
warned that it was expecting sig- 
nificant after-tax losses in 1982 — 
its first loss for 50 years. 


Caterpillar's 21,000 U.S. wor- 
kers are currently on strike fol- 
lowing a failure to agree a new 
three year wage agreement with 
the United Automobile Workers 
Union. In addition the company 
had a further 14,600 workers ind- 
efinitely laid off when the strike 
began this month. 

The U.S. company is declining 
to roll over the terms of its pre- 
vious 1979 wage agreement, 
which allowed for annual pay inc- 
r reaseq.of 3 per cent together with, 
quarterly cost of living rises. Ins- 
tead the company is seeking to 
make once a year only cost of liv- 
ing increases. 

* Caterpillar says it is suffering 
from severe price competition in 
major export markets like the 
Middle East, Africa and South 
East Asia. It says that Japanese 
competitors like Komatsu are able 
to under-cut prices by as much as 
15 to 20 per cent because of the 
high value of the dollar against the 
yen. 

In the first half of this year Cat-

erpillar earnings slumped by 82 
per cent from S301.3 million to 
$52.2 million. Sales fell by 14 per 
cent from $4.42 billion to $3.81 
billion. Over the same period con- 
solidated net profits of Komatsu 
improved by 3.6 percent to Y17.1 
billion ($65 million) while sales 
rose by 18.9 per cent to Y396.5 
billion. Overseas sales of Komatsu 
jumped by 44 per cent in the first 
half. • 

U.S. companies are suffering 
because qf a slump in sales to a 
depressed domestic market and 
stiff international competition in 
export markets. The deeply tro- 
ubled International Harvester 
recently sold its loss making North 
American construction machinery 
business to Dresser Industries of 
Dallas. 

British and continental Eur- 
opean companies are also suf- 
fering. Poclain, the French con- 
struction equipment man- 
ufacturer, last month announced it 
was seeking a FFr 500 million

Mr. Allan Cheetham, group

reduced its labour force 
from 2,100 to 1,200 in the last 
three years.

“Overseas there is stiff price 
competition particularly, as far we 
are concerned, from continental 
European companies. With the 
pound stSl relatively strong aga- 
inst other European currencies we 
are at a disadvantage. Some of our 
confine n tal rivals are a ble to q note 
prices up to 30 per cent lower.” 

Stothert & Pin, after pre-tax 
losses of £2.3 million ($3.9 mil- 
lion) and £1 .4 million ($2.4 mil- 
lion) in the last two years, is exp- 
ecting to return to a modest profit 


in the year just ended in June. The 
company says that any imp- 
rovement is as a result of major 
cutbacks and rationalisation. 
There has been no improvement 
in the underlying trading position 
and margins remain “ diabolical." 

A similar picture emerges at 
Aveling Barford which has also 
cut its labour force by 40 per cent 
in the past two years. Mr. Roger 
Lockwood, managing director, 
says: “We managed to reduce our 
trading losses before ext- 
raordinary hems from £4.9 mil- 
lion to £2.4 million in 1981. This' 
improvement reflects the efforts 
we have made to reduce costs and 
improve our productivity. We see 
no foreseeable improvement in 
the general trading climate." 

Coles Cranes, which recently 
announced the closure of its plant 
at Glazebury, Cheshire, says that 
it has been able to offset a sharp 
decline in Internationa] con- 
struction orders by increasing 
crane sales to ports and to military 
bodies. 

“The international construction 
market remains very difficult. 
Even developing nations are now 
cutting back on construction ord- 
ers," says Mr. Peter Steel director 
of engineering and marketing at 
Coles Cranes.

LOYOLA. Spain (R) — Pope John Paul Saturday appealed to 
Basque separatist guerrillas to abandon violence and what he called 

“the oaths of hatred and death." 

The pontiff, on the seventh day of a 10-day tour of Spain, made his 
appeal at the shrine of Saint fgnatius Loyola, in the heart of Gui- 
puzcoa. the most fiercely nationalistic qf the three Basque provinces. 

He spoke only two days after gunmen of the Basque separatist, 
organisation ETA (Basque homeland and liberty) killed Maj.-Gen. 
Victor Lago Roman, commander of (he Brunete armoured division 
in Madrid. It was the latest in a long series of as&assmaoons earned 
out bv ETA in its campaign for a separate Basque state. 

Strict security measures were taken for the Pope s visit to the 
Basque country, including a last-minute change in the site of his 
helicopter landing pad which delayed his arrival by 40 minutes. 

officials said. ^ . . . 

Specially trained dogs sniffed for dynamite, and members ot 
Spain's elite civil guard ami-terrorist unit were stationed at vantage 
points carrying high-velocity rifles. . . _ 0 . 

In his sermon at an open-air mass celebrated in front of the loth 
century basilica built over the birthplace of Saint Ignatius, the Pope 
asked the young guerrillas of ETA to abandon violence. 

Recognising that the guerrillas have become increasingly hard-line 
and Marxist, the Pope spoke of some young people “who let the- 
mselves be tempted by materialistic and violent ideologies." 

He recalled that be himself had been the victim of violence when a 
Turkish gunman tried to assassinate him in St. Peter's Square at the 
Vatican on May 13 , 1981 . 


A crowd of more than 150,000 Basques applauded the Pope 
warmly, particularly his words disowning violence. 

The Pope took great care not to offend local Basque sentiments. 
The moderate Basque Nationalist Party (PNV), which eschews vio- 
lence, won most votes in the region in last week's general election. 

At the end of his appeal to the Basque guerrillas, the Pope said in 
the Basque language “pakea zuei" (peace be with you). He praised 
the Basque region's strong Catholic traditions, and began the 
mass -and his sermon— with brief prayers in Basque. He then spoke 
in Spanish. 

During the ceremony, local Catholics offered prayers, in Basque, 
for victims of violence in the region. 

In his homily, the Pope warned priests against becoming involved 
in politics. During the Franco era. some Basque priests openly bac- 
ked the ETA guerrillas and dozens were jailed for anti-government 
activities. 

The pontiffs warning was also directed to the Jesuits, the Roman 
Catholic church's largest religious order, founded in 1534 by Saint 
Ignatius. 

In front of the basilica built over the Jesuit founder's birthplace, 
dramatically set against a background of wooded hills, the Pope 
praised Saint Ignatius and the Jesuits. 

The pontiff, who in the past has chided the Jesuits because some of 
them have become involved in avant-garde or left-wing movements, 
today recalled them to their vows of obedience. 

The crowd waved green, white and red Basque flags. Spanish flags 
were less in evidence. 


asks U.N. to probe Argentine disappearances 


ROME (R1 — Italy has asked the 
United Nations to took into the 
disappearance of people in Arg- 
entina during what Italian Foreign 
Minister Emilio Colombo Sat- 
urday described as “a long night of 
death” there. 

With anger sweeping this cou- 
ntry over the discovery that about 
300 Italians are among those who 
have vanished, Mr. Colombo said 
in a statement on his return from 
U.N. talks: "We insist that light be 
thrown on this long night of death 
for Argentina, whose end will fin- 
ally be" marked by the restoration 
of democracy that is due soon." 

Prime Minister Giovanni Spa- 
dolini had spoken Friday about 
the disappearances with U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar in New York and urged 
the U.N. to act. he said. 

Mr. Colombo said Italy and 
other countries had repeatedly 
pressed for information on the 
disappearances but replies from 


the Argentine authorities had 
been inadequate. 

The minister's statement was 
the most bitterly critical of Arg- 
entina since the disclosure six days 
ago that Italian citizens were 
among those missing prompted a 
public outcry and calls for Buenos 
Aires to give a complete account 
of the disappearances. 

Human rights groups in Arg- 
entina say up to 30,000 people 
disappeared during the armed for- 
ces' so-called dirty war against lef- 
tist guerrillas in the late 1970s. 

Unmarked communal graves 
which the groups say contain vic- 
tims of the campaign have recently 
been discovered on the outskirts 
of Buenos Aires. 

Responding to attacks on the 
government by politicians and the 
media for not revealing earlier 
that Italian citizens were among 
those missing, Mr. Colombo said 
consistent efforts had been made 
to find them. 


Meese will not be asked 
to testify at draft hearing 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Edwin 
Meese. one of President Reagan-’s 
closest advisers, will not be asked 
to give evidence at a hearing into 
accusations of discriminatory pro- 
secution against a man charged 
with resisting military con- 
scription. 

Prosecutor Richard Romero 
said Friday he would not ask Mr. 
Meese to obey a judge's order to 
give evidence. 

Mr. Romero said he would ref- 
use ihe judge’s order to hand over 
White House and selective service 
(conscription) documents req- 
uested by lawyers defending 
David Wayle. 21. who is charged 
with failing to register for military 
service. 

Defence lawyers say the gov- 
ernment selected for prosecution 


a small group, of men, including 
Mr. Wayte, who had spoken pub- 
licly against conscription. 

U.S. district court judge Terry 
Hatter, who is now free to dismiss 
the charge against Mr. Wayte, 
agreed in September to hold a 
hearing into whether there had 
been discriminatory prosecution. 

Mr. Romero said that if the 
judge dismissed the charge, the 
U.S. government would ask a U.S. 
court of appeals to reinstate iL 
The defence wanted Mr. Meese 
to say whether the White House 
had a role in selecting young men 
for prosecution. 

Mr. Romero, said the pro- 
secution believed the records 
showed that decisions to pro- 
secute were made within the Jus- 
tice Department.

If you are a good guesser, 
you will always make three 
no trump on this hand after a 
heart lead. If you only guess 
right half the time, like most 
of us, you will have to rely on 
technique. 

The auction was straight- 
forward. Because he had no 
ruffing value. North chose 
not to search for a 4-4 spade 
fit, but simply made the* 
value raise to three no 
trump. 

West led Lhe queen of 
hearts, and declarer could 
see only seven fast tricks. An 
eighth could be established 
in spades. The possibility of a 
3-3 heart split could be dis- 
counted because of the open- 


ing lead, so the ninth trick 
would have to come from 
spades or a 3-3 club break. 
Obviously establishing a 
second spade trick had the 
better chance. 

Declarer won the opening 
lead with the king and led the 
queen of spades. West made 
a superb defensive play when 
he smoothly ducked the ace. 
Now a good guesser would 
continue with a spade to the 
king to land his contract. Our 
declarer, unfortunately, did 
not divine the lie of the cards. 
He made the more normal 
play of running the ten. That 
lost to the jack and, with only 
one entry in dummy, declarer 
could not both set up another 
spade trick and cash it. Eight 
tricks were his limit. 

A spade finesse was in- 
deed needed to make the con- 
tract. But declarer waited 
too long to take it! 

Examine what happens if, 
at trick two, declarer runs 
the ten of spades instead of 
leading the queen. If West 
has the jack of spades, 
declarer can set up two spade 
tricks regardless of what the 
defense does. If East has the 
jack, it does not help to hold 
up, so he may as well win and 
shift to a dub. Declarer wins 
in hand and can counter the 
possibility of a holdup in 
spades by leading the queen 
of spades and overtaking 
.with dummy's king. By simp- 
ly continuing spades, 
.declarer establishes a second 
trick in the suit while the ace 
of clubs is still on the table as 
an entry. 


More unmarked graves 

BUENOS AIRES (R) — Arg- 
entine human rights organisations 
seeking' people who disappeared 
during the military campaign aga- 
inst leftist guerrillas may ask for 
judicial inquiries into the possible 
existence of unmarked graves at 
two more cemeteries, a spo- 
kesman for one of the groups said 
Friday. 

In the past two weeks, court 
investigations have been launched 
into unmarked graves at six of the 
city's cemeteries. Investigating 
judges have found 100 uni- 
dentified bodies in two of the 
cemeteries. 

Diplomatic sources in the Arg- 
entine capital said the Spanish and 
West German embassies each had 
lists of dozens of people of Spanish 
and German descent who had dis- 
appeared since 1976. 

The diplomatic sources said 
Spain had a list of 41 Spanish nat- 


ionals reported to have dis- 
appeared in Argentina but that 
this was inaccurate. Some of those 
listed were thought to be dead and 
others to be free, they added. 

The sources said the West Ger- 
man embassy had a list of 48 peo- 
ple of German descent who were 
reported to have disappeared. 

In addition, the embassy had 
been asked to take up the cases of 
two Argentine wives of West 
Germans who were missing, the 
sources said. 

They said that both Spain and 
West Germany had previously 
been anxious to avoid publicity on 
diplomatic moves to obtain inf- 
ormation about missing people 
from the Argentine authorities. 

But in the West German case, 
the approach had failed despite 
personal interventions by former 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and 
Foreign Minister Hans Dietrich 
Genscher. the sources added. 


Suspect’s death serious blow to 
Bologna bomb investigation 


ROME (R) — An Italian right- 
wing extremist accused of taking 
part ill the Bologna railway station 
bombing died here Friday after 
three weeks in a coma resulting 
from gunshot wounds, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

Pierluigi Pagliai, 28, received 
the wounds in a gunfight when he 
was captured in Bolivia last month 
by local police who handed him 
over to Italian police for ext- 
radition to Rome. 

A hospital statement said Pag- 
liai, who had been in a coma since 
Ins arrival, died from respiratory 
problems caused by spinal injuries 
I sustained in the shooting. 

Police sources said his death 
was a serious blow to attempts to 
clear up the 1980 Bologna bom- 
bing in which 85 people were kil- 
led. 

Italian security forces had long 
sought Pagliai for questioning 
over the bombing. 

Police in Bolivia said Pagliai 
had sought refuge with the mil- 
itary government there. He was 
arrested shortly after the military 
handed power to a civilian gov- 
ernment. 

Bolivian officials said Pagliafs 


return to Italy had been intended 
to take place in complete secrecy, 
bpt his serious injury in the gun- 
battle prevented this. 

He was rushed to hospital on his 
arrival in Rome on Oct. ! 2. 

Police had hoped that int- 
errogation of Pagliai would shed 
new light on the bombing, which 
they blamed on Italy’s extreme 
right and its foreign sympathisers. 

Five warrants were issued in 
September for the bombing, 
which wrecked a crowded waiting 
room and several coaches of a 
train. 

Pagliai and a West German 
named Joachim Fiebelkom were, 
however, the only major suspects 
to have been arrested so far. 

Pagliai first fled Italy in 1976 
under suspicion of being involved 
in a neo-fascist bombing in Bre- 
scia. He was later convicted in bis 
absence but acquitted in appeal 
court hearings. 

Bolivian police said last month 
he had sought refuge in Bolivia 
two years ago and established 
links there with paramilitary gro- 
ups and the secret services of the 
former military government. 


Turks vote today to voice their 
views of generals’ constitution 


ANKARA (R) — Turks vote 
Sunday on a new constitution 

which, if approved, wfil install pre- 
sent military leader Gen. Kenan 
Evren as president to oversee the 
country’s return to elected gov- 
ernment. 

The constitution invests a wide 
range of powers in the president, 
giving him ascendency over par- 
i foment and sets limits on personal 
liberties, political activity, and 
trade unio ns,, 

Temporary articles attached to 
it provide for Gen. Evren to be the 
president for at least seven years 
and his four colleagues on the pre- 
sent ruling national security cou- 
ncil to remain in influential adv- 
isory posts for the same period. 

Despite a barrage of criticism 
from newspapers, former pol- 
iticians, trade unionists and others 
that the constitution does not 
allow for foil democracy, the mea- 
sures are expected to win a com- 
fortable majority in Sunday's ref- 
erendum. 

The constitution has been des- 
igned by the ruling generals, who 
seized power two years ago amidst 
political turmoil marred by savage 
street violence. 

Its aim is to provide a gov- 
ernmental framework under 
which they have promised to res- 
tore elected government by the 
end of next year or spring 1984 at 
the latest. 

In a concerted effort to secure a 
big majority for the constitution, 
the generals banned eampaignmE 


for a “no" vote, criticism of spe- 
eches by Gen. Evren on it, and 
criticism of key articles in the doc- 
ument. 

Gen. Evren made daily spe- 
eches over the past 12 days, all of 
them broadcast on radio and tel- 
evision and the government cir- 
culated a million leaflets and pos- 
ters urging support for the mea- 
sures. 

Only a few clandestine groups 
publicly called for rejection, tho- 
ugh political sources said many 
former politicians have privately 
urged people to vote against. 

The results, expected to be 
completed by Monday evening, 
are widely predicted here to show 
a majority in favour of between 60. 
and 80 per cent. With no opinion 
polls it is virtually impossible to 
predict the size of the “no" vote. 

The 20.7 million ‘voters, many 
of whom are illiterate, will have 
the choke of a white ballot paper 
for approval and a blue ballot for 
rejection. Any registered voter 
not casting his ballot without a leg- 
itimate reason will be barred from 
voting or standing in elections for 
Eve years. 

A group of members of the 
European parliament have arr- 
ived to observe the referendum, 
reflecting concern in Western 
Europe over the military regime. 
A number of countries have held 
up aid to Turkey in protest at the 
government's human rights record 
and at what they see as the slow 
return to democracy. 


U.S. agrees 
to mediate 
over Taba 

WASHINGTON (US1A) John 
Hughes. U.S. State Department 
spokesman, briefing reporters at a 
press conference, said the United 
States has agreed to participate in 
negotiations between Egypt and 
Israel to settle their dispute over 
Taba. which is claimed by both 
countries. Earlier this week, Israel 
opened a ten-storey luxury hotel it 
built in Taba. Egypt has offered to 
buy the hotel as part of a set- 
tlement of the dispute. 

Mr. Hughes said the United Sta- 
tes has accepted Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kama! Hassan Alf s inv- 
itation to participate in the Taba 
negotiations. 

However. Mr. Hughes said, it is 
unclear when the talks might res- 
ume. "But the United States rem- 
ains prepared to participate as 
soon as they do begin.” he said. 

Israel has indicated it will not 
attend talks on Taba until foil 
negotiations on Palestinian aut- 
onomy resume with Egypt. And 
the Egyptians have said they will 
not resume autonomy talks until ' 
Israeli military forces are wit- | 
hdrawn from Lebanon. 

Mr. Hughes said the UnitedSta- 
tes feels the dispute over resuming 
the negotiations is one which the 
Israelis and Egyptians should dec- 
ide themselves. 

He told reporters that a sharply 
worded statement Nov. 4 by dep- 
uty spokesman Alan Romberg 
which criticised Israel’s set- 
tlements policy on the occupied 
West Bank was in response “to 
what we understood to be ann- 
ouncement of new and additional 
settlements. 

“It was based on an ann- 
ouncement by minister (of con- 
struction and housing David) Levi 
on Nov. 3 suggesting that the Isr- 
aeli government planned to go 
ahead with these settlements. 

The U.S. statement described as 
“most unwelcome” Israel's int- 
ention to begin work on additional 
settlements and said settlements 
activity “raises questions about 
Israel's willingness" to abide by 
U.N. Security Council Resolution 
242 which calls for the exchange 
of territory forjpeace. 

"The president's position on 
settlements in the West Bank is 
quite clear," Mr. Hughes said, not- 
ing that President Reagan called 
for a freeze on construction of new 
settlements and the expansion of 
existing ones in his Sept. 1 “fresh 
start" Middle East peace ini- 
tiative. 

Egypt wants negotiations 

CAIRO (R) — Egypt accused Isr- 
ael Saturday of violating an agr- 
eement by opening a tourist hotel 
in Taba but repeated h wanted to 
solve the Sinai border dispute by 
negotiations. 

In a policy speech at the peo- 
ple's assembly (parliament). 
Prime Minister Fuad Mohieddin 
said Egypt would never cede a sin- 
gle inch of its territory nor accept 
any compromise over its int- 
ernational borders. 

The prime minister said his gov- 
ernment held Israel responsible 
for the destruction and massacres 
which he said resulted from Isr- 
ael invasion of Lebanon in June. 

Mrs. Bhutto 
says military 
regime 
neglects 
her condition 

KARACHI (R) — Nusrat Bhutto, 
widow of the executed former 
Pakistani prime minister, said that 
although her health was det- 
eriorating daily the military gov- 
ernment would not let her seek 
cancer treatment in Europe. 

"The government is delaying 
permission so that my condition 
deteriorates further," she said. “If 
I am allowed to go abroad at all... I 
will not be able to return home on 
my feet but in a coffin." 

Mrs. Bhutto, who is bedridden^ 
told Reuters that her doctors said 
sire was too weak to have another . 
exploratory operation as sug- 
gested by a state medical board. 

The 53-year-old widow of Zul- 
fikar Ali Bhutto, who was exe- 
cuted in 1979, succeded her hus- 
band as leader of the Pakistan 
People’s Party, (PPP).

SAN SALVADOR (R) — Private businessmen in El Salvador have 
denounced criticism of its human rights record by the American 
ambassador and said the country was not a slave of the United States. 

The national association of private businesses released a com- 
munique expressing. support for a statement issued earlier this week 
by the Salvadorean ^ amber of commerce which described amb- 
assador Deane Hinton as a “colonial governor." 

The United States is providing economic and ntiUtary aid to the El 
Salvador government in its three -year-old civil war against leftist 
guerrilla forces. 

Mr. Hinton’s remarks, made to the U.S. chamber of commerce m 
San Salvador last Friday, said progress must be nude in bringing to 
justice the murderers of American citizens and in controlling abuses 
by elements of the armed forces. 

If that was not done, he said, “the United States, despite our other 
interests and our commitment to the struggle against Communism, 
could be forced to deny assistance to El Salvador." 

El Salvador's chamber of commerce and industry countered by 
publishing a full-page newspaper advertisement describing Mr. Hin- 
ton's remarks as “an insult to the country." 

The association of private businesses weighed in by declannc: “El 
Salvador is not a slave or a (United States) territorial extension.'' 

Both Mr. Hinton's remarks and the Salvadorean private sector's 
attack reflected an increasing strain in relations between (he Reagan 
administration and the government of President Alvaro Magana. 

Salvadorean right-wingers have opposed many projects sponsored 
by the United States. The head of El Salvador's land reform pro- 
gramme and two U.S. advisers were murdered last year. 

Belgian anarchist indicted 
in Poland for subversion 


^VARSAW (R) — An indictment 
was presented in the Warsaw mil- 
itary court Friday against Roger 
Noel, a Belgian anarchist, accused 
of smuggling radio equipment into 
Poland for use by the Solidarity- 
underground movement, state 
television said- 

The television showed Mr. 
Noel, 27, being questioned by an 
investigator and admitting that he 
brought in an Italian-made tra- 
nsmitter hidden inside a piece of 
medical equipment. 

Mr. Noel was picked up in July 
as he handed over the equipment 
to known underground activists of 
the Solidarity trade union. The 
union has since been banned. 

Hie Belgian was shown telling 
the investigator in French: “I bro- 
ught in a radio transmitter for the 
Solidarity union.” 

He said he also brought in bro- 
chures from the Polish emigre 
publishing house Kultura in Paris, 
and money which the TV report 
said totalled SI, 000. 

It said Mr. Noel had been in the 


country four times prior to his trip 
in July, ostensibly to deliver relief 
goods but in fact to engage in smu- 
ggling. 

There was no indication when 
the trial would take place. 

The film sequence on Mr. Noel 
was followed by a report that sec- 
urity police in Warsaw had so for 
arrested i I people in connection 
with Radio Solidarity and con- 
fiscated three transmitters. 

The television also said security 
forces had raided a clandestine 
duplicating shop concealed in a 
flat in the south Warsaw district of 
Sluzew Nad Dolinka and arrested 
its owners as well as four other 
people. 

The Solidarity underground has 
been calling for strikes and other 
forms of protests on Nov. 10. the 
second anniversary of Solidarity's 
legal court registration. 

A statement signed by War- 
saw's fugitive Solidarity’ leader 
Zbiginew Bujak has called for an 
eight-hour strike followed by a 
rally. 


Greece revives Balkans 
denuclearisation proposal 

ATHENS (R) — After a period of apparent caution. Greek Prime 
Minister Andreas Papandreou has returned from Romania with 
renewed optimism that the Balkans can be turned into a nulcear-free 
zone. 

According to Greek journalists who accompanied him. be said 
before leaving Bucharest that a Balkan summit with a view to den- 
uclearisation was likely .to be held in the next 1 S months. 

He also said that be and Romanian President Nicolae Ceausescu. 
both firm advocates of the policy, had agreed during three days of 
talks that support for the idea was much stronger now among other 
Balkan countries. 

In the past, diplomats have said that denuclearisation had little 
chance of success because Turkey and Albania would oppose iu and 
Yugoslavia would have reservations. 

But on the flight back to Athens. Mr. Papandreou told journalists: 
“The president of Romania has had contact with (Turkish leader 
Kenan) Evren and he assured me there would be no problem." 

He added, again without elaborating, that he hoped Albania would 
participate in (he proposed summit. 

Diplomats from NATO countries, while stressing that the den- 
uclearisation proposals still face many obstacles, have expressed 
alarm at Mr. Papandreou’ s enthusiasm for the idea. 

“We do not expect NATO members to enter such agreements 
unilaterally.” one said privately. 

Informed sources said the American view is that denuclearisation 
moves in small regions could only complicate the much wider task of 
the U.S. and Soviet negotiators in their strategic arms reductions 
talks in Geneva. 

Mr. Papandreou' s words in Bucharest appeared to reflect a har- 
dening in his foreign policy rhetoric, perceptible for the last few 
weeks. 

As well as calling for denuclearisation, he said that whatever the 
result of current U.S. -Greek talks on the U.S. mifitaiy bases here, his 
Socialist government wanted them out in the long run.

— It is coming soon -the pocket- 
size screen that flashes news hea- 
dlines, stock market quotes, sports 
scores and weather forecasts as 
you sit at home or stroll along the 
street. 

A joint venture to produce the 
magic machine has been ann- 
ounced by spokesmen for Dat- 
aspeed Incorporated and U.S. 
National Public Radio. 

They said the instruments, exp- 
ected to go on sale in the United 
States late nod year for about 
$400 each, would also be able to 
send messages over a telephone 
line. 

Small enough to fit into an ove- 
rcoat pocket, the machines win be 
15 cm long, 8 cm wide and less 
than 2.54 cm thick. 

Jerry Henricks, marketing vice 
president for Dataspeed, which 
will produce the iqgfeaanents, said 
the; foformatioir be dis- 

played on a scTc ea ^ w hich could 
show 80 characters at a time. 

Such items of information as air- 
liner arrival times could also be 
called up on the screen, he said. 

Tom Wamock, executive vice 
president of Manorial Public 


Radio, a non-profit organisation 
which transmits programmes acr- 
oss the United States, said that the 
instrument could be used in the 
street, in the home or anywhere 
else in the country. 

“Just like a pocket calculator, it 
has buttons— in this case bearing 
letters as wed as numbers— and 
you could type up quite long mes- 
sages,” he said. 

“The instrument would store 
them in a memory cell and the 
messages could be relayed over a 
telephone line." 

He said Dataspeed would pro- 
vide the instruments and the cash 
for the venture and National Pub- 
lic Radio would relay the inf- 
ormation over its satellite com- 
munications system. 

“This system has been at ope- 
ration for several years and rea- 
dies virtually everywhere in the 
United States,” Mr. Wamock 
sakL.% added that the pocket ins- 
truments would pick tip the inf- 
ormation from focal ground sta- 
tions. 

“We would collect rent for use 
our satellite system and receive a 
share of the profits,” Mr, War- 
nodusaid.
